It nearly cost 

some lives owing to the obstinacy of the 

owner, who tried to prevent any one from 

being taken off before the dog. 

The yacht started out early in the morning 
for a cruise down the bay. On the return 
trip late in the afternoon it was the inten- 
tion to make a landing at the Battery. The 
party was not permitted to make the land- 
ing and proceeded up North River, intending 
to land at Pier 5. 

The Fra Diavolo was standing close in 
shore, when the Captain saw that a collision 
was threatened. He shouted to the pilot to 
blow the whistle twice, thus signifying the 
intention of the yacht to go to starboard. 

The Fra Diavolo’s Captain declares that the 
pilot of the Hustler gave the wrong signal in 
reply. 

The Hustler ¢rashed into the Fra Diavole 
on the port quarter abaft of the boilérs, 
*earing a great hole in itsside. The Hustler. 
ran up to the yacht.after the collision, threw 
out a hawser, and the men and women were 
handed over to the tug. The ydcht belonged 
to E. 8. Stokes; whose brother-in-law Mr. 
McNutt is.

It was decided to cal] a mass- 
meeting to be held next week at a place 
to be designated later. Each of the West 
Side clubs will be asked to appoint five mem- 
bers to constitute a general committee to 
urge the selection of Garfield Park as the 
site for the stadium. Willis Jackson, H. 8. 
Burkhardt, and |\C. F, Elms are among the 
chief movers for the mass-meeting. 

The Board of Directors of the autumnal 
festival in the afternoon extended the time 
for the final selection of the site until July 
17. The extension was made in deference 
to the solicitations of Aldermen Fowler and 
Maypole, who, on behalf of the West Side 
citizens, assured the board that they could 
raise a $50,000 guarantee and obtain the per- 
mission of the West Park board to use Gar- 
field Park. The West Park board held a 
special session at 4 0’clock and conditionally 
authorized the use of the park. 


| North Side Is Ruled Out. 


At the meeting of the festival directors at 
the. Union posh club Chairman Charles 
Truax, in view of the refusal of the City 
Council to grant the privilege of street rail- 
way loops, ruled the North Side out of con- 
sideration. Victor Newhouse, who made an

The first proposal was greeted with laugh- 
ter from 400 ministers. The Rev. Mr. Shel- 
gon was abashed for an instant, but he re- 
covered with the question, ** Why not?” 

“Why not, my friends?” he went on. 
“The colleges have had their millions. Isn’t 

the time. ripe for some one to advance a 
million dollars for a newspaper of this kind?’ 
To an audience in the evening he. bluntly 
asked who in those assembled would givea 
million dollars for the Christian daily news- 
paper, to be established in a great city, Chi- 
cago, to be furnished with the best news- 
paper talent, and to be published as Christ 
would publish it. 

Silence followed the Rev. Mr. Sheldon's 
remarks. He said in answer to the recep- 
tion given his proposal that he intended to 
keep hammering away on the idea until he 
was successful. 

The Rev. Mr. Sheldon has been one of the 
most prominent figures of the convention. 
His audiences have been the largest of the 
gectional md@etings, but the magnitude of his 

posal leaves the Endeavorers without 
breath with which to reply. , 


Ministers Ask Questions. 


He was interrogated by the ministers in 
the afternoon upon the subject. Ata special 
ministerial conference upon parish problems 
he spoke upon the topic “ What Would 
Jesus Do?’ and at the conclusion of his ad- 
gress he opened himself to questions upon 
the application of his theories. A ‘minister 
arose and said: 

“The newspaper in your book was sup- 
ported by a fortune and succeeded. Sup- 
pose it, had not been thus supported, what 
would then have happened?”’ 

“TI don’t think that a paper of the kind I 
have in mind can succeed without financial 
support,”” answered the Rev. Mr. Sheldon.

The nearest thing that comes to it is the 
Montreal Daily Witness. I want to say 
here, and I am going to say it again tonight, 
that this paper ideal of my book will be real | 
in a few years, I hope. 


Willing to Join the Work. 


“T have had letters from newspaper men 
every part of the country saying they are 
Milling to throw up the positions which they 
now hold to go upon the staff of just such a 
‘paper as that. I ve a newspaper man in 
my own chruch, a young man who has had 
experience in newspaper work, a graduate of 
your State university, and who worked upon 
the newspaper at the college, who has since 
beer trying to run a political paper on the 
basis of this pledge. He says: ‘I can't do it. 
I am going to give up the paper, but I want 
to start a paper of the kind you mention, if 
somebody will come to the front with the 
money.’

He cast his first vote in 1840 for “ Tippe- 
canoe ’’ Harrison, and in 1844 he rode the cir- 
cult of Indiana and Illinois, stumping for 
Henry Clay. He became a rabid abolition- 
ist, and was famous as an orator. He en- 
tered the Indiana Legislature in 1845 and 
took a strong stand against financial repu- 
diation. 

The spread of slavery caused him to make 
a vow never to vote for a slaveholder, and 
when the Whigs nominated Taylor in 1848 
he bolted and went with the free soilers. 
He went to the Buffalo convention on horse- 
back and spread his reputation to the East. 
The campaign was bitter, and Julian be- 
came recognized as the chief Free Soller of 
the middle West. . 

The year he was elected to Congress 
from the Fourth Indiana District over the 


. Whig, Samuel W. Parker, and kept up the 


free soil fight until that sentiment finally 


won,,; | | 
Fight on Slave-Holders. 


His first prominence in the Thirty-first 
Congress was in opposition to the fugitive 
slave law. He fought the slaveholders every 
step,-his speeches being the most sought 
after and his utterances furnishing quota- 
tions for stump sepakers for years after. 
His abolitionism defeated him for reélection 
in 1851, when he was opposed by a man put 
up by the then Democrat, Oliver P. Morton, 
who afterwards became Indiana’s great 
war Governor. The next year the free soil- 
ers nominated him for Vice President at 
the Pittsburg convention on the ticket with 
John P. Hale. He fought the Know-Noth- 
ing party for the next few years and was out 
of office until his free soil Republican party 
rode into power in 1858. : 

He then’ took up the fight in Congress 
against slavery where) he had left off ten 
years before, and his, reélection took place 
in 1860 with both Know-Nothings and 
Whigs fighting him. 

When John Morgan made his raid into 
Indiana Julian enlisted from Congress. He 
had- no \personal love for the then Repub- 
lican Governor Morton, who had never kept 


abreast of Julian in the anti-slavery fight, 


and in each Congressional campaign com- 
binations in. his own party were formed 
against him, with Governor Morton backing 
them, The district was gerrymandered and 
after ten years of opposition Julian was re- 
tired again in 1868. | | 

While tn Congress he proposed the fif- 
teenth amendment, giving right of suffrage 
to all citizens without regard to color or sex, 
but the sex feature was lost. This was the 
first woman suffrage step in American poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Julian was the original eight-hour 
labor man, he proposing a bill for eight 
hours to constitute a, day's labor in the navy 
yards. 

Important Public Trusts. 


He was a prominent member of the com- 
mittee appginted by Congress to prepare ar- 
ticles of impeachment of President John- 
son. Speaker Schuyler Colfax made him 
chairman of the Public Land committee, and 
he fought through the homestead land 
bill. His homestead bill had provisions to 
prevent public lands from ever passing into 
the hands of corporations, preserving them 
exclusively for American but this 
feature was eliminated. | 

He was essentially a reformer, and was 
associated with Sumner, Schurz, and Judge 
Trumbull of Ilinois in the liberal Repub- 
lican movement of 1872 to purify the party.

They declare that they will not be- 


come a part of the Federation of Labor, but 
prefer to form a union of their own, like 
those in St. Joseph, Mo., and Omaha.

The circular describes’ Kent as 25 years 
old, 5 feet 7 inches tall, of slender build, 
weighing 125 pounds, smooth-shaven, hav- 
ing blotches on his face, and being effemi- 
nate in general appearance.

He has 
been. arrested many times, but only once 
received punishment, In the summer of 
1897, with a companion, he assaulted and 
robbed George Cleveland of _ Englewood. 
The assault was a brutal one, the victim be- 
ing badly beaten, and after he became un- 
conscious Gilhoy and his companion robbed 
him of $55 and a gold watch. | 
.Gilboy was arrested by Detectives Crotty 
and Clancy, who found Uttle difficulty in 
fastening the crime upon him He had'strong 
backing among influential politicians in the 
Stock-Yards, district, but notwithstanding 
this he was convicted and sentenced to four- 
teen years In the Joliet penitentiary. | At the 
expiration of one year-of his sentence his 
political friends in Chicago set to work to 
‘secure his pardon. The Board of Pardons 
investigated Gilboy’s prison record. and 
found, it to be goed. The prison officials said 
that Gilboy had been a model prisoner, and 
the board at last decided to release him upon

‘MEET FOR CHILD STUDY. 


EDUCATORS ATTEND SESSIONS OF 
‘THE JOINT CONGRESS, 


Hear Papers at the Chicago Normal 
School on the Kindergarten and Its 
Relation to the Primary Grades— 
Colonel Parker Says the Subject of 
the Conference Should Receive 
Much Attention — St, Mary’s Home 
‘Makes Its First Report. 


The Illinois Society for Child Study yes- 
terday assumed charge of the sessions of 
the joint congress being held by that body 
in connection with the National Herbart 
soolety. The kindergarten was discussed at 
the morning session of the congress, which 
opened at the Chicago Normal School, at 
o'clock. Colonel Francis W. Parker 
was chairman, and thé session was attend- 
ed by 500 pedagogues interested in the earlier 
development of the minds of children. 

The paper of the morning which aroused 
the most discussion was that of Miss Eliza- 
beth Harrison, of the Chicago Kindergarten 
College, on ‘‘The Kindergarten and the 
Child.”” Other papers of the opening session 
were by Miss Kate C. Mavity of the Normal 
School at Whitewater, Wis., on * Child 
Study and the Teaching Attitude,” and 
Principal Francis EB. Cook of the Crow 
School, St. Louis} on ‘* The Relation of the 
Kindergarten to Primary Schools." 

Principal Cook said that the kindergarten, 
where the first ideas of pupils are formed, 
is‘'a more potent factor than is universally 
believed. The small teachings there, he said, 
result in greater power of absorption in 
the mind of a child in after years, also in- 
culeating ideas of system and school 
routine valuable to the child in its after 
school life, and: which it would not possess 
if launched directly from the nursery or 
home into the public schools. 


Paper by Colonel Parker. 

At the afternoon’s session the presiding 
officer was Mrs. K. V. McMullin. The prin- 
cipai address was by Colonel F. W. Parker, 
on *‘ How Far and to What Extent Shall 
Child Study be Applied in the School?’ In 
tho opinion of the speaker nothing could bea 
more potent factor or recommend itself so 
Strongly to the minds of public educators as 
child study.

Report of St. Mary’s Home. 

Frineds and patrons of St, Mary’s Home 
for Children, 209 and 211 Washington boule- 
vard, have received the first public report 
issued since the institution was established 
in September, 1894. The report reviews in 
detail the work accomplished during the last 
five years. Attention is called to the fact 
that the present buildings are inadequate to 
the needs of the work, and an appeal is made 
for $30,000 to be used in the erection of a 
new structure, On this subject the report 
says: | 

‘‘It is said that success is the best appeal 
for any work. The home report speaks for 
itself and shows it is a growing plant. We 
need a new home building. The whole base- 
| ment of the present building is in an unsani- 
tary condition, which no amount of repairs 
or of paint and whitewash can remedy. All 
our rooms are crowded. Every available 
space in the children’s dining-room is cov- 
ered with stools and chairs. We have no re- 
ception-room or office. val 

‘But it is not primarily the queation of 
convenience and comfort which is involved 
in these conditions: the quality of our work 
is touched in a grave way. Our architect 
says we can put up a plain but convenient 
and comfortable brick building for $30,000. 
In the great and prosperous City of Chicago 
is there no man or woman who for the glory 
of God or for the love of the little children 
will build this home?’ 


Record of Its Work. 

The institution has cared for and edu- 
cated 315 children since it was opened in 
1894. Of this number 127 were taken with- 
out compensation. The total receipts dur- 
ing this period were $19,087 and the dis- 
bursements $18,426, leaving a balance on 
hand of $610. “4

INSPECTION OF MANY CATTLE. 


Secretary) of the Live Stock Commis- 
sion Writes of the Tuberculosis 
Tests. | 


Springfield, July 7.—[Special.]—In com- 
pliance with a request by the State Board of 
Health fora report of the work done by the 
State Live Stock Commissioners relative to 
tuberculosis, C. P. Johnson, Secretary of the 
board, has compiled a condensed statement 
for the period between May 17 and July 1. 


The statement follows: 

During this period 2.061 cattle (cows, bulls, 
heifers. and calves), constituting dairies and cows 
of individual owners, were test Four hundred 
and twenty-seven of these animals react to 
the test two or more degrees in excess of the 
highest preliminary normal temperature and were 
condemned. ‘Twenty-six reacted more than 1.5° 
and less than 2° and were quarantined and held 
for a retest. The number of herds tested, rang- 
ing from five animals to 136 in each herd, was 
sixty-two, while there were forty-five cows ow 
by individuals and kept for domestic use.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Traffic Officials Report to Presidents a 
. Plan for Advancing East-Bound 
f Rates on Grain and Its Products. 


' Presidents and traffic officials of the East- 
ern roads who have been in session for the 
last two days for the purpose of bringing 
about, an improvement in the present condi- 
tion $f east-bound rates are finding great 
difficulty in reaching an understanding. The 
special committees of traffic officials appoint- 
ed the day before to suggest a plan for ad- 
vancing the rates submitted a report yester- 
day recommending that on July 24 the fol- 
lowing freight rates shall be put in effect: 
_ On grain and grain products from Chicago te 
New York locally, 18 cents per 100 pounds, an 
‘increase of half a cent; on all export grain, ex- 
cept corn, 13% cents per 100 pounds, an increase of 
four cents; and on oats, 16% cents, an increase of 
four cents; the rate on export corn to remain at 
13% cents; the rate on export provisions to be ad- 


and the domestic provision rate to remain at 25 
cents. 

There was a hot discussion over these 

-Yecommendations. All agreed that the 
rates should be advanced, but it was claimed 
that it could not be done as long as con- 
tracts exist guaranteeing shippers the pres- 
ent low rates for at least sixty days longer. 
Gome even claimed that contracts had been 
made in a few instances that extended until 
the close of navigation. The question to be 
solved was how to get those contracts out 
of the way and no one could suggést a 
remedy. 

Only one thing wassettled—namely: That 
export provision rates should be advanced 
to 25 cents. The grain rate problem will 
be further-considered at the meeting this 
morning. The feeling prevails that grain 
rates cannot safely be advanced before the 
close of navigation.

MRS. BLAND CAUSES AN ARREST. 


Ben H. Morse Charged with Swindling 
‘Heirs in an Original Man- 
ner. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 7:—[Special.]—Ben 
H. Morse was arrested iby city detectives 
this morning charged with operating a 


| swindle, which the polide declare is new. 


The widow of Congressman Bland caused 
his afrest. Morse’s victims were the heirs 
of prominent men who had recently died. 

From the daily papers he secured the 
news of deaths. He would immediately 
send by express C. O. D. packages containing 
from five to ten shares af the stock of the 
Alaska-Klondike Improvement and Mining 
company, of the par value of $10 each, ad- 
dressed to the dead men, as if their death 
was not known. Incloséd with the shares 
was a statement showing that several pay- 
ments had been made on'the stock and that 
a balance $8, $10, or’ $12 was due. In 
many cases’ the heirs, believing the stock 
to be of value, accepted! it, and paid the 
amount claimed as a balance due. 

Mrs. Bland received a consignment of 
stock and paid the alleged baiance of $12. 
She afterwards became suspicious and 
asked the police to investigate Morse, who 
was 'soon arrested. Morse claims to be 
district agent of the mining company, but 
his statement regarding {ts officers are con- 
tradictory. The certificates of stock give 
John Mitchell as President and J. B. Morri- 
son as Secretary, and the headquarters as 
Wilmington, N. C. 

In Morse’s office was found a list of 110 
persons to whom packages containing stock 
had been sent within the last six weeks. 
They, include former residents of a dozen 
States, principally Missouri. Kansas, and 
Pennsylvania. The only Illinois case given 
is that of W. C. Phillips of Lincoln. In- 
diana is represented by J. C. Breckinridge, 
Evansville. 

Morse is being held for further Investiga- 
tion. A charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud may be placed against him. At any 
rate he will have to answer for securing 
money by false pretenses.

‘and, coming as it did after the long period 
of utter disregard of all the rules of public 
‘health, it was not to be expected the yellow 


. fever could be kept out. 


The surgeons who accompanied Secretary 
\Alger on his tour of inspection called his at- 
jtention to the surface cleaning to which the 
work of military rehabilitation was confined. 
Jt was. then feared, and Secretary Alger 
‘recognized the danger, that there would be 
much sickness in Cuba as the summer pro- 
gressed. Reports from Santiago indicate 
that the trouble is already seriously under 
way. 

‘There have been a number of deaths, most 
of them so sudden that the day which brings 
the first news of disability often brings later 
the notice of death. Three officers have died 
of the disease in as many days. The sur- 
geons report that they are making heroic 
efforts to stay the spread of the contagion, 
which has gained a strong foothold... 

General Miles urged some time ago special 
provision for the care of the troops in the 
summer, and he is understood to have lately 
renewed that recommendation, going so far 
‘as to suggest that present stations be aban- 
doned if necessary and the troops removed 
to localities where better sanitation can be 
maintained. Surgeons on duty in Washing- 
ton admit that the situation in Cuba from 

the standpoint of medical men is most seri- 
ous.

A diagnosis was made in the case of 
Charles Gaynor by Dr. H. P. Harder of 
Evanston with a view to discovering if it 
were the sting of the Melanolestes picipes 
that caused the boy to suffer from a terr!- 
ble swelling of the upper lip. The victim 
is 11. years old. He slept with his window 
open on Tuesday night and was awakened 
by a burning sensation in his upper lip. He 
could sleep no more that night and when 
daylight came his lip was so swollen 
that he had difficulty in opening his mouth. 
Dr. Harder was called and applied such 
lotions as he would have used df he had 
been sure it was a kissing bug that caressed 
the boy on the lip while.he slept, Dr. Har- 
der was not surprised when the swelling 
yielded to the treatment. 

‘*T did not see the bug that caused the 
swelling,”’ said Dr. Harder, ‘‘ nor was the 
insect described to me, for the boy did net 
see it, but I feel reasonably sure that it 
was a specimen of the Melanolestes picipes 
that stung him. -I have not met with a 
similar case anywhere and this is the first 
I have heard of in.this locality. 

‘‘The bite.of the so-called ‘ kissing bug’ 
is not always followed by great pain and 
swelling as in this case. This is equally 
true of the bites of spiders and mosquitoes. 
Some persons are more seriously affected 
than others.’’ L 


Inquest in Beduhn Case Today. | 
Some doubt has been expressed as to the 
sort of an insect that caused the death of 
Ernest Beduhn. In his case the sting was 


‘on the end of his nose. The attending pnysi- 


cian was in doubt and refused to issue a 
death certificate. A Coroner’s inquest will 


be held today to determine the cause of 


death.

The Spectrum’s sensational writeup of the 
millionaire, Mr. Mavick, and of the private 


. life of his daughter, Evelyn, serves to launch 


_ the main theme of the story as well as to 
point a-moral. Before the reader has gone 
beyond this point he renews his acquaintance 
with Evelyn's mother, formerly Mrs. Carmen 
Henderson, of The Golden House, and 
perceives that he has to do with the passing 
of the fortune that first figured in ‘“‘A 
Little Journey in the World.” But this 
last volume in the trilogy opens with a 
glimpse of a sturdy New England boy sway-- 
ing in the top of a. hickory tree and dreaming 
of the great things he will do when he 
- leaves the farm. This boy, Philip Burnett, 
is the central figure, and his winning of the 
millionaire’s daughter is the theme of the 
story: 
Mr. Warner evidently believes more in 
education than in blood, for he has chosen 
to make Evelyn a perfect young woman in 
Spite of the sins and sordidness of her 
mother and father. They have brought up 
the girl in seclusfon—almost a prisoner— 
with a sensible Scotch woman as jailer. The 
. result is to make of her a character that 
etrongly reminds one of Helen Gould. But 
before Philip Burnett can win her she must” 

be rid of that unsavory fortune. 

The sweet-breathed country life of New 
England is portrayed with a loving touch, 
and is contrasted effectively with the more 
superficial and flashy life of the great city. 
The only attractive and thoroughly healthy 
_ city character in the book is Evelyn Mavick, 

and her purity is due to her sheltered and 
nun-like life as a girl. The moment she 
““comes out” her scheming mother tries to 
marry her to a loud and slangy British 
Lord in search of afortune. To avoid this 
catastrophe the Mavick millions are cheer- 
fully laid upon the altar by the author. 

In {ts unaffected love of simplicity and of 
quiet country life Mr. Warner's novel is 
_ old-fashioned in the best sense. It is in 
_many respects just such a sweet New Eng- 
“land idyl as he represents Philip as writ- 
ing, under the inspiration of Evelyn's dark 
eyes. Alice Maitland, Philip’s cousin, is 
just such a “ Puritan Nun” as gave title 
to Philip’s imaginary novel. The character 
of Alice is lightly sketched, but the glimpse 
of her gentle character haunts the memory. 

. Cella Howard is another girl whose friend- 
ship helps to develop Philip. - Celia is en- 
tirely different from Alice, being a type of 
the “‘new woman”’ as Alice is of the old- 
fashioned. Mr. Warner depicts them both 
with a fond and kindly hand, and one won- 
ders what Phil Burnett has done to de- 
serve the lifelong friendship of two such 
women, besides the love of Evelyn. Thé 
touch of pathos in which both Alice and 
Cella go out of the story into presumptive 
epinsterhood is in itself characteristic of 
current New England life. The’ boy goes 
to the city and marries a city girl, while 
“sweet Alice, Ben Bolt,’’ stays at home and 
must needs dilute her love into friendship. 

Mr. Warner has sought to write a book 
that would be different from the “ pro- 
found physiological studies of sin and suffer- 
ing that are produced by touching a scien- 
tific button,” and he has succeeded. There 
is a cheery atmosphere of health in it that 
charms like a summer landscape. , 

In structure the novel is faulty. There 
is muchfirrelevant and more or less didactic 
matter that does not contribute to the ac- 
tion. Happily, however, this matter all 
has the distinctive charm that has made 
Mr. Warner more popular as an.essayist 
than as a novelist. The story is a breezy 
_, discourse on modern life quite as much as 
anything else. The final loss of the Mavick 
fortune, from which the title is drawn, is 
not brought about by any series of causes 
such as the more constructive novelist 


» would employ. Mavick loses his money, not 


for any sin or error of his own, but because 
Murad Ault dislikes him and deliberately 
ruins him by manipulations in Wall street. 
The fortune goes as it came; that is all. 

- But it is one of the charms of the book 
that there is little moralizing. The Mav- 
icks, mother, father, and daughter, are 
strongly differentiated; and they are nat- 
ural, playing their parts consistently. The 
love idyl between Philip and Evelyn is pure 
and wholesome. Their love is sufficiently 
warm, yet Mr. Warner does not. portray the 
passionate love of impetuous youth so much 
as. the. steady love that lasts through life. 


The contemplative mood of later life runs 


through the books. ‘' Perhaps nothing in 
human life is so pathetic,” says the author, 
“as the survival in old age of a youthful, 
unsatisfied love.” The whole atmosphere 
of the story is that of the quiet country gar- 
cen, with its faint odor of forget-me-nots 
and lavender. 

Like Justin McCarthy’s “‘ Reminiscences,” 
Mr. Warner’s novel is ‘full of the good- 
humored glow of a kindly old age. It com- 
pletes the trilogy of novels planned on this

On Ibsen and Bjornson. : ; 
Henrik Ibsen: Bjirnstjerne Bjirn- 
son.” Critical Studies. By George 
Brandes. The Macmillan Company. 


Mr. Brandes’ study of Ibsen represents 
‘@ growth of opinion and is expressed in a 
series of three “impressions.”’ He did not, 
as most critics do, “look upon all the 
features of the physiognomy at once,” but 
examined them one by one, and so is able 
to give a faithful estimate of the person- 
ality of the writer and the value of : his 
works, 

.Mr. Brandes’ first impression was not al- 
together favorable. He sees in the great 
‘poet and dramatist a grim and solitary 
figure, whose nature is first of all com- 
bative. He is perpetually ‘“ running his 
head up against a stone wall,’’ the wall of 
state, of church, or society. And Ibsen is 
& pessimist, not one who “ bemoans,” but 
one who “indicts.””" The one thing that he 


believes in is personality, a personality that 


grows through the educative power of suf- 
fering. Ibsen, who himself has felt the 
bracing power of adversity, who has drained 
- the wholesome draft of bitter experiences, 

‘believes tn the utility of pain, of adversity, 
and of oppression.” : 

In his early work Mr, Brandes finds that 
Ibsen often “lays on the colors too thick,”’ 
that he is ‘too much given to hissing and 
lashing, and his tendency to expand his 
figures from persons into principles betrays 
the weakness of his talent and introduces 


* something dry and thin and schematic” 


into his method of composition. One of the 
moet successful of these early works is 
Loves Comedy,’ which is a “ biting,

Heart Revelations. | 
“The Heart of Miranda.” By H. B. 
Marriott Watsen. John Lane. 

_ It seems odd that any one so under the spell 
of Henry James’ art as Mr. Watson, in his 
dedication to that author, confesses himself 
to be should at the same time exhibit tn his 
own writings a preference for all that is op- 
posed to that art. Yet, in a certain studied 
selection ef details and delicate precision of 
stroke, Mr. Watson tis not far removed from 
Mr. James, and in the story entitled ‘’ The 
Dead Wall" he at times reminds one of 
Maupassant. It is in the matter@ather than 
in the manner of the author’s stories that 
the divergence is noted. They are morbid 
and uncanny, and though always vivid and 
real, are thoroughly nightmarish. i 
This is not true of the first story, ** The. 
Heart of Miranda,”’ which is a half alle- 
gorical tale of the siege of a maiden’s heart. 
‘‘Miranda came forth into the garden and 
looked about her. The sun: shone through 
deeps of blue, the spring flowers were blow- 
ing, the young breezes of the morning flut- 
tered her bright hair. Her white gown trem- 
bled’ and wavered. In her large eyes the 
light gleamed as on the surface of deep 
pools.” The garden is the garden of life and 
soon we learn that Miranda has yearnings. 
In response to these a youth peeps over the 
hedge and begins to lay siege to Miranda’s 
heart, but he is only a “ popinjay ’’ and she 
scorns him as she does other lovers who, in 
the form of “ philosophy of love,” * senti- 
ment,” “ lack luster virtue ’’ flit for a time 
across her path. Miranda is beginning to 
despair and to believe there is no such thing 
as real love when there approaches one who 
in his strength and tenderness removes all 
the briars from her path and carries her over 
all the rough places, asking for nothing in 
return but the rose at herthroat. And then, 
of course, Miranda succumbs. 

We meet with no more Mirandas in the 
other stories, though there are plenty of 
hearts revealed to our gaze. They are hearts 
full of gloom and grewsomeness and are not 
at all pleasant to contemplate. There is the 
heart of the ruined and disgraced banker 
whom misefy and his wife’s coldness drive 
to suicide; there is the warm and kindly 
heart of a lovér suddenly stung by the ghost 
terrors that haunt his newly purchased man- 
ston to the most hideous acts of brutality; 
and then there is the sickly sentimental 
heart of a woman who is tortgred beyond 
the endurance of life by the discovery that 
her husband had really loved his first wife. 
In this story the morbidness is strained to 
the point of the ridiculous and one pauses 
to wonder why Mr. Watson should employ 
his art and his mastery of words upon such 


unworthy material.

“Two Women in the Klondike.’ By

I: is unfortunate that the Klondike books 
could not have appeared while the gold fever 
was at its height, for something of a reaction.

The present volume contains the personal 
record of the experience of two women 
tourists, Mrs. Hitchcock, widow of a Com- 
mander in the United States navy, and a 
Miss Van Buren, grandniece of President 
Van Buren, who in the words of the Klondike 
Nugget “ took in Klondike just as they had 
taken in Paris and London,” and who, as 
this journal did not state, were themselves 
taken in by the various methods of imposi- 
tion practiced in that region. a 

One is deeply impressed by the dauntless 
spirit and physical courage and endurance 
of these travelers, who willingly faced the 
inevitable hardships, and smilingly tolerated 
the impositions. Their reputed wealth and 


West Dawson, were, of course, the reason 
of their being victimized by shdrpers, and it 
was not unusual for them to be charged $40 
for a single doctor's visit, and $30 or mor 
for a day’s hire of a horse.

Spirited Tale of Co'lege Life. 

“The Pedagogues.” A Story of the Har- 
vard Summer School, By Arthur Stan- 
wood Pier, Small, Maynard & Co. 

The world at large looks upon a university 
as a grim “ fact factory,!’ and the methods 
of some of the old-time professors give color 
to this belief, But the advanced collegian 
will tell you that mere fa¢ts count for little, 
and that a college training which imparts 
thee: power to think, to discriminate, to 
analyze, and above all to express one Ss own 
ideas rather than absorb the ideas of others, 
is the one that makes, strong men and 


women. 
This thought is happily illustrated and de- 


veloped in Mr. Pier’s readable romance. A 
crowd of students, mostly country school- 
ma’ams and schoolmasters, come to Har- 
vard’s sacred groves to take up a six weeks’ 
summer course in literature. The teacher 
proves to be a young graduate and “ fellow ” 
of the university, who undertakes the task 
for the novelty of the thing. One of these 
students, a self-conscious, self-opinionated 
and decidedly uncouth young man, comes 
from an Ohio town, where he is principal of 
a school. He has earned rural fame as a 
poet, and it is to develop this faculty that 
he comes to the Harvard summer school. 
Apparently he had expected that his fame 
would precede him and that his budding 
genius would be recognized and fostered. 
Of course he is disappointed. He takes um- 
brage, too, at the fact that the teacher is a 
younger man than himself, and throughout 
the whole course he expresses his disgust 
and disappointment at the fact that the time 
and money spent to take the course were 
wasted. His attitude in |the classroom and 
out is one of open hostility, and his feelings 
are intensified by the fact that his flancée, 
who accompanies him, promptly falls in love 
with the talented young teacher and gives 
the poet the cold shoulder. 

The climax of the story comes when the 
young poet's anger breaks out of bounds in 
a bitter attack on. the professor in the final 
theme or essay, in which. he brands the in- 
structor as ‘‘a shallow, prating fop’’ and 
other things of a like tenor, winding up with 
a challenge to personal, combat. A cyclo- 
pedia full of facts would not have given the 
young professor the ability to defend him- 
self against so virulent and vindictive an

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WAR ON BASEMENT TENEMENTS 


Dr. and Mrs. Rogers Seek Enforcement 
of Ordinance Against Use of Damp 
Cellars for Living Rooms. — 


As a result of the week's residence of Pres- 
ident Henry Wade Rogers of Northwestern 


‘University and Mrs. Rogers in Chicago's 


slum districts, an active crusade has beer in- 
augurated against the letting by tenement- 
house owners of basement rooms buried far 
below the street level as living quarters for 
poor families. One case has been reported to 
the City Health department, and, during the 
coming t weeks which Dr. and Mrs. Rog- 
ers will spend at the University Settlement 
House at 252 West Chicago avenue, this 
will be one of the reforms to which much at- 
tention and effort will be directed. 

After Mrs. Rogers had madeé a long search 
yesterday through the tenement-houses of 
the Sixteenth Ward for rooms to let, one 
familly was removed from a foul-smelling 
basement at 34 Will street to three bright, 
first-floor rooms in West Chicago avenue. 
There Mrs. Rogers hung at the windows 
curtains she had made. At the Settlement. 


"House four children of the family played 


with all the dignity which’ baths and new 
clothes.callied for, and, after a family dinner 
at the coffee-house, the new quarters were 
formally taken possession of. 

“The condition of the Will street base- 
mént,’’ said Mrs. Rogers, *‘ was reported to 
‘Dr. Reilly of the Health department, and he 
gave prompt assurance that no renting of 
these miserable rooms, for which these 
people have paid $3.25 a month, will be al- 
lowed. Similar aid is promised in every in- 
stance where such basements, reeking with 
the dampness from being six or eight fect 
below the street level, are endangering lives. 

* There is a city ordinance prohibiting the 
use for living rooms of apartments so far 
below the street, but it has never been en- 
forced. With rigid regard for this law de- 
manded, the death rate of the Sixteenth 
Ward will be reduced from the present fig- 
ures, which are seven times as high as in 
the Twenty-fourth Ward.”’ 

“Come on, Dr. Rogers, go with us,” was 
the chorus with which President Rogers 
left the Settlement House in the morning. 
Thirty children of the summer kindergarten 
school were off for a day's outing in Hum- 
boldt Park, and the directing head of North- 
western University was all but carried 
away bodily by sixty smal! hands. | 

Instead, however, Dr. Rogers remained in 
the district, and with his wife continued in- 
vestigations along Milwaukee avenue and 
adjoining streets. ‘ 

Dr. Rogers is an active participant at the 
rehearsals which the boys and girls of the 
Eugene Field club are holding at the Settle- 
ment House, preparatory to a public enter- 
tainment soon to be given. At the Young 
Men’s Debating club on Thursday night he 
was the judge. 

As the result of assistance secured by Mrs. 
Edna Sheldrake of the settlement, one of the 
general probation officers of the new juvenile 
court, beds for boy prisoners at the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station are to be 
placed in a building apart from the station 
proper. 

** We are badly in need of clothing of all 
kinds,”’ said Mrs. Rogers. ‘“‘ There is also 
urgent need for $1,000 in order that the work 
may be carried on during» the summer and 
relief brought to many sufferers.”’ | 

The sterilized milk provided at the settle- 
ment is being generally used in the district, 
Dr. F, W. Reilly having directed the securing 
of funds for this branch of the work.

’ Paris today in one important respect, and 
one that is all-engrossing to Parisians, is like 
Chicago in 1892. It is a great city preparing 
to give the world a great exhibit of man’s 
progress in the arts, the industries, and the 
sciences inevery clime. But from the center 
of the big workshop where this world-show 
4s being made ready for the drawing of the 
curtain little has come out that gives knowl- | 
edge of what the Paris Exposition of 1900 is 
to be, of what-the nature of its varied attrac- 
tions. | 

Peopie ‘nearer at hand are more favored 
in this respect, and herewith are given trans- 
. lations of articles that have been printed in, 
France with reference to the last world’s 
exposition of the nineteenth century and the 
preparations that are being made for it. 
They are but side lights on the question, but 
serve to show that art and industry will vie 
for notice, ‘and that varied provisions will 
| be made for amusement and entertainment 
‘sof visitors.

Amongst the wonders which the exposition 
: us, there is a clou combining all 


— 


the qualities of art and interest which may 
be asked of a sensational attraction. It is 
the theater of living tableaux at the exposi- 
tion of 1900. Mr. Bonnefoy, who has consti- 
tuted a society with a capital of 150,000 
francs, thoroughly convinced that it is by 
the sight of plastic masterpieces that taste is 
formed, and desirous to give the French 
public this object teaching which made the 
artistic-greatness of Greece, has become a 
manager. Although a millionaire, Mr. 
Bonnefoy has nobly employed his fortune in 
the vulgarization of beauty; he will have 
contributed to a great extent to the growth 
and development of veneration for form. 
Following the movement created by Mr. 
*Bonnefoy, our great music halls have ex- 
hibited living tableaux, reproducing by 
models the finest specimens of ancient stat-

A bridge will be 

constructed for this purpose and-one can 

go fictitiously from Moscow to Peking, as 
‘the Russian pavilion represents the Krem- 
jlin and the most important construction of 
‘the Chinese concession reproduces one of 
‘the principal doors of Peking. A visit paid 
‘to the Commissioner General, M. Vapereau, 
‘who has remained in China over thirty 
‘years, promises us a China unknown to 
us. We have been able to throw a glance 
at it by means of a series of photographs 
and designs 6f the highest interest. 

The Commissioners General of Russia in- 
tend to give an unusual development to the 
gection of mines, under the direction of Mr. 
Gebedkine, who organized the expositions 
at Nijni and Chicago. A vast space will be 
consecrated to this exhibit. The most in- 

‘teresting parts will be those in connection 
with the petroleum and platinum indus- 
tries. The latter was represented by Russia

WARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER. 


[Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 
Judging by the failure of Queen Victoria 
to check the increasing number of divorces 
by rendering them unfashionable, I venture 
to predict disappointment and defeat for 
those worthy people who look to society on 
this side of the Atlantic to discourage di- 
vorce by subjecting to socjal ostracism 
those who have graduated fr in the divorce 
court. 
Even in such ultra-Catholic countries as 
Spain and Portugal the government, déspite 
the opposition of the clergy, has been com- 
pelled by popuiar sentiment to place on their 
statute books laws providing for divorce, 
and there is at the pfesent moment but one 
country in Europe which does not include a 
divorce law in its code—namely: Italy, al- 
though the Italian courts get round this diffi- 
culty by readily consenting to recognize and 
to register divorces obtained from foreign 
tribunals by Italian subjects. 

’ Queen Victoria at the time of her marriage 
started out with the firm intention of barring 
her court to all women who had figured in 
the divorce court, either’ as respondents or 
as petitioners. She declined to enter into 
the question as to whether the wife was jus- 
tified in demanding and obtaining a divorce, 
but took the high moral ground that divorce 
itself was contrary to divine law. ‘This rule 
was strictly observed as long as the Prince 
Consort remained alive, although it was 
sufficient to bar his own mother from the 
English court, since she had been subjected 
by her drunken husband, the then reigning 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, to such cruel 
treatment that she uitimately, like Princess 
Louise of Belgium and of Coburg, eloped 
with her Chamberlain, whom she married 
‘after being divorced from her husband. 

The first time that the Queen made an ex- 
ception to this strict rule was in favor of 
the Marchioness of Blandford, mother. of 
the present Duke of Marlborough: She had 
obtained a divorce from the late Duke prior 
to his accession to the Dukedom after she 
had been subjected by him’ to the most 
frightful ill-treatment. Her numerous, rel- 
atives at court worked to such a degree upon 
the sympathies of the Queen that she ulti- 


‘ford to appear at court. : 

Once the barriers against divorcéés thus 
broken down, all sorts of others who have

More than a poet, Goethe wasapioneer. He

Life itself he conceived as a work of art, 


and the philosophy of life he laid down in 
the second part of Faust, a real history of 
the life that he lived, the inner life of his 
soul. His marriage to Christiane Vulpius, 
the beautiful peasant girl,whom he could not 
present to society, Was not nearly so un- 
fortunate as was thought. She was true 
and loving, and even companionable, though 
not highly educgted. Germany’s greatest 
man, he died af@the age of 82, asking for
